1 . (Currently Amended) A back light unit, comprising: 

a lamp housing having a first side and a second side opposite the first side; and 

a plurality of lamps respectively having a low voltage electrode and a high voltage 
electrode each at opposite ends of the lamp, the lamps arranged substantially parallel in the 
lamp housing, 

wherein the plurality of low voltage electrodes of odd-numbered lamps are 
disposed at the first side and the plurality of high voltage electrodes of odd-numbered lamps 
are disposed at the second side, 

wherein the plurality of high voltage electrodes of even-numbered lamps are 
disposed at the first side and the plurality of low voltage electrodes of even-numbered lamps 
are disposed at the second side, 

wherein a low voltage of an AC voltage is directly and in common applied to the 
plurality of low voltage electrodes of odd-numbered lamps at the first side and the plurality of 
low voltage electrodes of even-numbered lamps at the second side, and 

wherein a high voltage of the AC voltage is dir e ctly and in common applied to the 
plurality of high voltage electrodes of even-numbered lamps at the first side and the plurality 
of high voltage electrodes of odd-numbered lamps at the second side^ 

wherein the AC voltage is applied in parallel to the odd-numbered lamps, and 

wherein the AC voltage is applied in parallel to the even-numbered lamps . 

2. (Previously Presented) The back light unit according to claim 1, further 
comprising: 

a diffusion plate located on the lamp housing; and 
an optical sheet located on the diffusion plate. 
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3. (Previously Presented) The back light unit according to claim 1, wherein the 
plurality of low voltage electrodes and the plurality of high voltage electrodes of the lamps 
are respectively arranged in a zigzag fashion, 

4. (Previously Presented) The back light unit according to claim 1 , wherein the 
plurality of low voltage electrodes and the plurality of high voltage electrodes of the lamps 
are alternately arranged by N-number (where N is a positive integer more than 2). 

5. (Currently Amended) A liquid crystal display, comprising: 

a back light unit having a lamp housing having a first side and a second side 
opposite the first side, a plurality of lamps respectively having a low voltage electrode and a 
high voltage electrode each at opposite ends of the lamp and arranged substantially parallel in 
the lamp housing; and 

a liquid crystal panel disposed on the back light unit and having a plurality of 
liquid crystal cells arranged in a matrix form, 

wherein the plurality of low voltage electrodes of odd-numbered lamps are 
disposed at the first side and the plurality of high voltage electrodes of odd-numbered lamps 
are disposed at the second side, 

wherein the plurality of high voltage electrodes of even-numbered lamps are 
disposed at the first side and the plurality of low voltage electrodes of even-numbered lamps 
are disposed at the second side, 

wherein a low voltage of an AC voltage is directly and in common applied to the 
plurality of low^ voltage electrodes of odd-numbered lamps at the first side and the plurality of 
low voltage electrodes of even-numbered lamps at the second side, [[and]] 

wherein a high voltage of the AC voltage is dir e ctly and in common applied to the 
plurality of high voltage electrodes of even-numbered lamps at the first side and the plurality 
of high voltage electrodes of odd-numbered lamps at the second side^ 

wherein the AC voltage is applied in parallel to the odd-numbered lamps, and 

wherein the AC voltage is applied in parallel to the even-numbered lamps . 
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6. (Previously Presented) The liquid crystal display according to claim 5, wherein 
the plurality of low voltage electrodes and the plurality of high voltage electrodes of the 
lamps are respectively located in a zigzag fashion 

7. (Previously Presented) The liquid crystal display according to claim 5, wherein 
the plurality of low voltage electrodes and the plurality of high voltage electrodes of the 
lamps are alternately arranged by N-number (where N is a positive integer more than 2). 

8. (Currently Amended) A back light unit, comprising: 

a lamp housing having a first side and a second side opposite the first side; and 

a plurahty of lamps respectively having a low voltage electrode and a high voltage 
electrode each at opposite ends of the lamp, the lamps arranged substantially parallel in the 
lamp housing, 

wherein the lamps are aiTanged in a plurality of Rioups., each group including N 
lamps directly next to one another (where N is a positive integer greater than 1 ). 

wher e in the lamps hav e odd numbered lamps with the N number adjacent to one 
another (wh e re N is a positive integer mor e than 2) and e ven - numbered lamps with th e N - 
numb e r adjac e nt to on e anoth e r (wh e re N is a positive integer more than 2) alt e rnat e ly 
arranged, 

wherein the plurality of low voltage electrodes of odd-numbered groups of lamps 
with th e N number are disposed at the first side and the plurality of high voltage electrodes of 
odd-numbered groups of lamps with th e N number are disposed at the second side, 

wherein the plurality of high voltage electrodes of even-numbered groups of 
lamps with the N number are disposed at the first side and the plurality of low voltage 
electrodes of even-numbered grou ps of lamps with th e N numb e r are disposed at the second 
side, 

wherein a low voltage of an AC voltage is dir e ctly and in common applied to the 
plurality of low voltage electrodes of odd-numbered groups of lamps with th e N number at 
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the first side and the pluraHty of low vohage electrodes of even-numbered groups of lamps 
with the N numb e r at the second side, and 

wherein a high voltage of the AC voltage is dir e ctly and in common applied to the 
plurality of high voltage electrodes of even-numbered Rroups of lamps with the N number at 
the first side and the plurality of high voltage electrodes of odd-numbered groups of lamps 
with th e N numb e r at the second side^ 

wherein the AC voltage is applied in parallel to the odd-numbered groups of 

lamps, and 

wherein the AC voltage is applied in parallel to the even-numbered groups of 

lamps . 

9. (Currently Amended) A liquid crystal display, comprising: 

a back light unit having a lamp housing having a first side and a second side 
opposite the first side, a plurality of lamps respectively having a low voltage electrode and a 
high voltage electrode each at opposite ends of the lamp and arranged substantially parallel in 
the lamp housing; and 

a liquid crystal panel disposed on the back light unit and having a plurality of 
liquid crystal cells arranged in a matrix form, 

wherein the lamps are arranged in a plurality of groups, each group including N 
lamps directly next to one another (where N is a positive integer greater than 1 

wherein the lamps hav e odd numbered lamps with th e N number adjacent to one 
another (wh e re N is a positive integer more than 2) and e ven number e d lamps with th e N 
number adjac e nt to on e anoth e r (wh e r e N is a positiv e int e ger mor e than 2) alternat e ly 
arranged, 

wherein the plurality of low voltage electrodes of odd-numbered groups of lamps 
with the N - number are disposed at the first side and the plurality of high voltage electrodes of 
odd-numbered groups of lamps with the N numb e r are disposed at the second side, 

wherein the plurality of high voltage electrodes of even-numbered groups of 
lamps with th e N number are disposed at the first side and the plurality of low voltage 
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electrodes of even-numbered groups of lamps with the N number are disposed at the second 
side, 

wherein a low voltage of an AC voltage is dir e ctly and in common applied to the 
plurality of low voltage electrodes of odd-numbered groups of lamps with the N numb e r at 
the first side and the plurality of low voltage electrodes of even-numbered groups of lamps 
with th e N number at the second side, [[and]] 

wherein a high voltage of the AC voltage is directly and in common applied to the 
plurality of high voltage electrodes of even-numbered groups of lamps with th e N numb e r at 
the first side and the plurality of high voltage electrodes of odd-numbered groups of lamps 
with the N number at the second side^ 

wherein the AC voltage is applied in parallel to the odd-numbered groups of 

lamps, and 

wherein the AC voltage is applied in parallel to the even-numbered groups of 

lamps . 
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
